SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: NOVEMBER AND DECEMBER 1966 


Rainfall: During November and December rainfall was below normal in all districts except King Island, small areas in the west 
and extensive areas of the central north and north-east. 


Temperature: November mean temperatures were above normal over most of the State, but negative departures up to 2° 
were recorded in an area of the central north, parts of the east coast and on Flinders Island. Although December mean maxima were 
below normal generally, departures were not extreme, while mean minima were also below normal in all areas, except Flinders Island, 
the north-east quarter, the central north and King Island. 


Rural Conditions: Heavy cuts of hay were made under good conditions, except for some delay and quality loss caused by 
December showers in the north-west. Earlier sowings of forage crops made good growth, and new sowings, especially of lucerne were 
made in November. Autumn-sown cereals were only slightly affected by lack of rain in the south, and above average yields were 
indicated. December showers in the north limited the effect of yellow dwarf virus infection in spring-sown crops but adversely affected 
some barley quality. Some Irish Blight developed in November in early potato crops, which were further cut in December by frosts, 
but later plantings fared well. Early yields of canning peas were about average in the north and north-west, but improved in the 
north-east, while late sowings were adversely affected by difficult soil conditions and weed intrusion. Livestock were generally in

good condition. The mid-December fruit forecast was for 7,500,000 bushels of apples and 400,000 bushels of pears. 
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
